“A Paradox, a Paradox!” 


Prince Konnoye's latest. statement on Sino- 
Japanese relations will doubtless have been 
read with much Interest. In effect it amounts 
to very little and Is one of the most paradoxical 
utterances which have been made during the 
China Incident. Declaring that Japan respects: 
the sovereignty of China, and is prepared to 
‘give positive consideration to the questions of 
the abolition of extraterritoriality, and the 
rendition of the Concessions and Settlements— 
‘matters which are necessary for the full in- 
dependence of China,"—he insists in the same 
breath that China must agree to the stationing 
lof Japanese troops on China's soll the recogni= 
tion of Manchoukuo and adherence to the Anti- 
Comintern Pact. What form of sovereign in- 
[dependence is to ke found by a country under 
{the military occupation of a foreign state it is 
more than a little difficult to realize. To call 
it “full independence” is to betray the meaning 
Jot words, and it must be obvious that a natio 
[dominated by a number of puppet governments. 
whether It be one or many, instituted by mill- 
tary. invaders can have’ no independence 
‘whatsoever, Abolition of _ extraterritoriality 
‘would be just as meaningless in China us it 
is in Manchoukuo so far as the Japanese are 
corcerned, while the tender regard of Prince 
Konnoye for China's territorial integrity, with 
regard to the Settlements and Concessions looks 
very much like the lachrymal excretions of the 
crocodile. “It is not to be believed for one 
moment that these soft words will in any way 
Drevail upon Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to 
falter in his determination to carry on with his 
bitter resistance. The past few months have 
felearly demonstrated that he has last nothing 
fof the determined support which is being given 
him by the Chinese people. Prince Konnoye’s 
‘allegation that there was no intention to ex- 
fereise economic monopoly in China nor to 
Gemand that China should limit the interests

Shogyo" the finance department of the 
[Japanese Government contemplates the increase 
fof revenue from taxation bY Yen 200,000,000 
though this will not, apparently, be sufficient to. 
meet the interest charges on the new issues, and. 
it is possible that sooner or later a radical re- 
form in the system of taxation will be necessary 
{to Uring in the needed amount. As it is, it is 
Ieelieved that there will be substantial increases 
in the commodity tax on a list of 5 articles 
such a9 neckties, hats, precious metal goods, ete, 
which at present is ‘already bringing in Yen 
35,000,000, while in some quarters it is believed 
that new taxes will be impased upen ten, coffee, 
[zocoa and other drinks, upon kimono and ot 
costing more than Yen 20, and increase in the 
fax ou saké. It is reported by the same jour- 
nal that new taxes may be imposed upon town 
gas, and electrie light charges exceeding a 
feeriain limit and that the authorities contem- 
plate an increase in the temporary profits tax 
in. addition to two new  imposis in the 
nature of a residence tax and levy upon luxury 
cuisine, It Is clear from the size of the totals 
‘quoted that serious inroads have not yet been 
mode into Japan's nancial resources, fer, if she 
continues to fight in China for another year, 
she will have spent something in the neigh- 
Bourhood of Yen 15,000,000,000 since the outbreak 
‘of the “incident.” When it 1s remembered that 
Japanese statesmen have claimed the ability of 
their country to fight a war costing as much as 
Yen. §0,000,000,000 it is apparent that Japan has 
still plenty of resources available,

On both sldes 
the advantage is tremendous and will be more 
so. if the railway is constructed, ‘To Burma, 
whose mineral and agricultural resources are 
being developed, this main highway constitutes 
fone of the most important construction works 
in years, ‘The Irrawaddy, its great river, 19 
navigable as far as Bhamo, 900 miles trom’ the 
sea and its tributary, the Chindwin, for about 
300 “mites. There are about 10,000 miles of 
Toads, most of which are unmetalled, and 2,000 
miles'of railways, but the Burma-Yunnan high 
way provides a magnificent stretch of 800 miles 
‘of metalled road from Lashio, the railhead on 
the branch line from Mandalay, to Yunnan, or 
Kunming, the provincial capital of Yunnan.

Mr, Chamberlain’s Speech 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain's speech in dee 
‘ence of his foreign policy, In the House of 
Commons on Dec, 19, is ay remarkable for Its 
magnanimity as it 1s for its courage, He ane 
‘wered his crities with very apparent strength, 
tnd there should now be no misunderstanding 
8 to what he proposes to do next, That ho 
still believes in the possibility of jeneral ap~ 
easement is amply. demonstrated; that he 
‘will continue to work for its success be has 
again emphasized, His reference to Anglo- 
German relations is of particular importance, 
fas recognizing one outstanding fact which 
bas been seized upon by his crities aa a sign 
of the failure of the Munich Pact. 1t haa been 
many times remarked since the signing of that 
document that Germany has done nothing to 
Implement it, It is not suMeient to 
agree upon the desire for peace; it is eminently 
desirable that all should work for it, and up to 
the present Germany has made no contrlbu- 
on, or even officially indicated any wish to 
do s0, ‘The general impression formed Is that 
Germany is waiting to see what further conces 
sions can be secured from Britain In the In- 
terests of peace, and Mr. Chamberlain hos mado 
it clear that there Is very little more to be 
forthcoming. He is waiting for a sign from 
those who speak for the German people that 
they do in fact share his desire for peace, and 
that they are prepared to make their conteibus 
tion {owards that end. His warning that it would 
be a tragic blunder for the world to mistake 
British love for peace and thelr faculty for 
compromise for weakness is important, It war 
is forced upon Great Britain she may be de- 
pended upon to accept the challenge with all 
the enormous strength which she has at her 
command, ‘That the speech has had a favour- 
fable reception in Berlin and Rome may be 
taken as one of the more hopeful signs, but 
2 great deal more will be necessary” before 
there will be brought about that change of 
‘sentiment without which the peace of the world 
must always remain unstable. How that change Is 
{o be brought about still remains to bo seen, though 
it is perfectly plain that it will not be secured 
merely by concession to demands which, how- 
lever justified they may be, by reason of the 
{injustices wrought in the past, cannot now be 
corrected by retracing steps already taken.

TAPAN has no ground for raising any objection to British and 
American loans to China, declared a Foreign Office spokesman 
today in commenting on the statement made on Monday by Mr. 
Hachiro Arita, Japanese Foreign Minister, to foreign correspondents. 
“ven if the American and British loans were intended as 
political gestures against Japan, as Mr, Arita thought they were,” 
added the spokesman, “such gestures were justified and represent 
the minimum action open to the Powers in view of Japan's treaty- 


breaking activities and destruction of foreign interests in Chin: 


After pointing out that the Japan- 
ese proporal for tripartite bloc of 
Japan, Manchoukuo and China, or a 
“new order” in East Asia, is ‘aimed 
at the eaisblishment of Japan's hege- 
mony in East Asia, the spokesman 
declared that such a proposal isin 
direct conflict with foreign rights and 
interests in Far East. 

“A. realy. cannot be considered 
inapplicable,” “said. the spokesman, 
‘simply because of the violations by 
one of ite signatories.”—Reuter.

‘The Washington correspondent of 
the Times" says today that the 
formal promise, made by Mr. Hachiro 
ita, Japanese Foreign Minister, of 
fast’ “fields of commercial ‘and 
‘economic activity,” that are, ultimate- 
ly, to open to other Powers in China, 
is by no means a convincing rejoinder 
to the United States’ charges of dis- 
crimination against American trade. 

“The Government, continues the cor 
respondent, has no intention of ac- 
cepting a policy of the fait accompli. 
‘The granting of eredits to China may 
bbe only the first step in a policy cap- 
able of development, but it remains 
for President Roosevelt's message 0 
Congress to throw Tight on this. 

Every scrap of evidence, the cor- 
respondent points out, tends to show 
that President Roosevelt will devote 
4 good deal of this communication to 
relations of the United States with the 
outer world, and that he is devoting 
much time to a study of the various 
matters involved, 

‘The position of China and Japan is 
only one of these matters, “The Times" 
correspondent adds. He says that 
there are powers vested in the Pres- 
ident, under existing legislation, whiek 
permit him to place an embargo ot 
imports from countries which flagrant 
ly discriminate against American 
trade. 

IL is not tikely, the correspondent 
ceneludes, that the President will he 
dissuaded from using them by a pro- 
tise of “vast elds of activity” at an 
undetermined date—Reuter.

Appeals for Peace 
Danger to China 


‘Washington, Dec. 22. 
greatest danger today is the 
jer Occidental friends are ex- 
pected to make for her to accept 
peace, which Japan desires, according 
to a statement issued here today by 
the China Information Service, an 
‘unoficial American organization. 

‘The statement said that there was: 
only one thing whieh at present could 
‘defeat China—"persistent persuasion 
fon the part of the great western Gov- 
‘ernments, notably Great Britain and 
the United States.” 

‘The statement contended that after 
the loss of Hankow China could lose 
little which Japan would dare at- 
tempt to take. On the contrary, 
Japan would weleome peace because 
she has been embroiled beyond her 
‘expectations. 

Tt was suggested that Great Britain 
‘would probably attempt to induce 
(China to accept peace in accordance 
with the British policy of “peace at 
any price” The statement also re- 
corded the opinion that the Adminis- 
tration in the United States, with its 
general desire for peace everywhere 
nd its policy of moral admonition 
without "responsibility, would be 
Ukely to support Grest Britain in 

“All peace lovers, especially the 
‘churches, will speed to add thelr per- 
‘uasions. preferring any peace to a 
continuance of the conflict. China, if 
‘she hesitates, will then be placed’ in 
the position of blocking a peace 
which all the world desires... Such a 
peace would be the worst possible 
‘outcome for China. for ultimate peace 
‘and for world justice."—United Press.

Officials Must Eschew 
“Fast Life”

General Chiang Kai-shek 
determined to put on end to 
Mfe" among Government officials not 
at the front, Mr. Hsu Chung-chi, 
‘Chief of Police in Chungking, ofizi- 
ally announced today that, “in ‘ac- 
cordance with instructions’ received 
from the Generalissimo, any Gover: 
ment, Kuomintang or military ofMteial, 
regardless of rank, if found indulg- 
ing in gambling, ‘dancing, visiting 
brothels or of other unbecoming 
conduct, will be arrested and severe= 
ly punished.”

MR. ARITA FAILS 


es Dec. 21. 
ir. Hachiro Arita, the Japanese Forel; 
Minister, deceives himself if he believes for 
ne moment that his latest statement con- 
cerning Japanese policy with regard to 
China carries any real convietion. His 
declaration consists of words rendered en- 
tirely meaningless by the facts which are 
all too well known, facts which eloquently. 
deny the statements he makes. His claim 
that it is for the beneft of the Chinese 
people themselves and the whole of East. 
Asia to lift China from its present semi- 
colonial status to the position of a modern 
state, might be correct if the premises were 
accepted. TAey cannot be. China has not oc- 
cupied a semi-colonial status ; it had about 
it all the attributes of sovereignty and was 
making very substantial improvement until 
Japan embarked upon what Mr. Arita ap- 
pears to believe is an uplifting mission. 
But the whole statement is unconvincing 
when read in the light of the facts which 
pertain at the moment. Whatever may be 
the declared intention of the Japanese Gov- 
‘ernment, the facts show that they or their 
agents are bent upon a policy of definite 
exploitation of China, its people and its 
natural resources. The establishment of 
various monopolistic concerns, which has 
been reported from time to time in these 
columns, is clear proof of the contention 
that there is indeed no highly inspired in- 
tention of clevating China to something 
greater than she was achieving herself, but 
of maintaining her in a degree of political 
‘and economic subjection without which 
this expensive military venture can never 
be made to return a profit. Why, if such 
is not the intention, are these monopolies 
being established? To claim that it is being 
done for the good of China is absurd in the 
extreme, for neither the facts nor some 
statements of responsible Japanese officials 
support it. Is it to be wondered at, that 
declarations such as these are welcomed with 
Just that type of derision which they so 
eminently deserve? Not all the pleasant 
phrasing in the world will help to change 
convictions which are based upon what is 
actually happening, and if ever there were 
‘one, this is a case in which soft words butter 
no parsnips. 


Mr. Arita is no more convincing when 
he refers to the formation of the economic 
bloc, "It" he says, “by economic bloc is 
meant, the exclusion of all interests other 
than those of the parties directly concerned, 
the employment of the term is wholly im- 
proper in the present case.” If Mr. Arita 
is to be taken as implying that exclusion 
fof other interests is not even now taking 
place, he is either completely misinformed 

to what is happening in China or he is 
handling the truth somewhat indelicately. 
‘The history of what has been happening 
in Tientsin, Chefoo, and Tsingtao for months 
past, the wilful disregard of obligations to 
reopen the Yangtze, the all-round diserim~ 
ination which is being exercised against 
most of the third party neutrals provide 
‘ample proof that Mr, Arita’s bland explana- 
tions are wholly incongruous with the facts. 
What is happening daily in Tsingtao alone 
would be sufficient to nullify his contentions, 
but where the practice of diseris 
generally under the glib excuse of " 
necessity,” is as widespread as it is in the 
portion of China occupies: by the Japanese 
the coriclusion is inevitable that either Mr. 
Arita does not mean what he says, or does 
not say what he means. He is reported as 
saying, “It is far from’ Japan's thought to 
‘tim at excluding European and American 
economic activities from cast Asia.” He 
does, however, add somewhat later that 
within certain ‘limits the “economic activi- 
ties of countries which lic outside the limits 
of east Asia would have to be regulated,” 
‘and the average neutral will be forgiven it 
he believes that all that Japan has been 
doing clearly shows that his activities are 
if possible to be regulated out of existence. 
‘That is most certainly the conclusion to be 
drawn from present day trends, and it is 
entirely for the Japanese to prove that that 
conclusion is incorrect. That would neces- 
Sitate a complete reversal of the policies 
Which are now being applied, and it hac 
been made quite plain by acts that that is 
the last thing which the Japanese Govern- 
ment contemplates. 

If it is believed that Mr. Arita's gentle 
blandishments are likely to stem the rising 
tide of indignation which is being felt in 
many quarters, disappointment must follow. 
Tt is made quite clear by the latest state- 
ments made in the House of Commons, and 
the British Press that the cumulation of 
wrongs committed by Japan against British 
Intefests is leading to a very proper stiffen- 
ing of the altitude of the British Govern- 
ment. ‘The same is happening in the United 
States. It is reflected in the latest deci- 
sions to extend credits (o China, a very wise 
Step as well as a neutral one. It is neces- 
Sony that Japan should realize that there 
fare limits (o foreign patienco over the man~ 
ner in which treaty obligations, and more 
Fecent assurances, have been disregarded, 
and belied by the actions of the Japanese 
Sthorities in China. Regrettable as it 
Srould be if it were done, the application of 
reatment to Japanese

economic interests in China may prove the 
fone means by which it is possible to bring 
home to Japan a realization of the manner 
in which she is offending all the canons of 
international morality. Such a thing can 
bbe done, and there is a rapidly strengthen- 
ing opinion in favour of such a step. That 
it would worsen international relations, 
which are already bad, must be admitted, 
but the time when a ‘contribution to the 
establishment of better conditions should be 
made by Japan has long been overdue. 
With all the best intentions in the world 
it is impossible to credit Japan with bona 
Ades inthe face of what she is actually 
doing in China. Mr. Arita has signally failed 
to explain away any of the very real griev- 
ances which foreign neutrals have against 
his government and its policies. He- can- 
not hope for success in this direction until 
there has been a very decided change in 
Japanese behaviour in China, and a resort 
to the honourable practice of meeting 
obligations instead of deliberately ignoring 
so very patent a responsibility, 























THE RAILWAY ISSUE 
Dee. 22. 

It is but natural that holders of Chinese 
Government Railway Bonds, and especiall 
the British, should feel that anxiety’ con- 
cerning the future which was expressed by 
Mr. Harold Reyncll, in the correspondence 
columns recently, and a general survey of 
the position indicates that something will 
have to be done quickly to preserve the 
Interests which are being threatened by 
Japanese action. Outstanding forcign in 
vestments in China's railways amount to 
over £21,181,000 and of this sum it is re- 
porled that approximately 75 per cent. re- 
Presents British money. Considerable in- 
forest attaches to the position of the Shang- 
hai-Nanking Railway in connection with 
which the outstandings are:—S.N. Railway 
5 per cent. loan of 1903, £2,784,000; net 
profit certificates £580,000 and S.N. Mater- 
als and Improvement Loan of 1937, £800, 
000. On the Shanghai Hangchow ‘Railway 
of the Completion Loan of 1936 there is 
£1,100,000 unpaid, and in connection with 
the’ Canton-Kowloon Railway the amount 
still “outstanding is €1,284,822. ‘These 
Agures do not exhaust the list, for there are 
other lines, such as the Peking-Mukden, and 
the Tientsin-Pukow Railways to be taken 
{into consideration, as well as others, but 
they are quoted for the purpose of indicat 
ing how very substantial are the British 
interests in the Chinese railways. For the 
‘most part these lines are now in the occupa~ 
tlon of the Japanese and are being to a 
‘great extent operated by them. Thus there 
1s plenty of evidence to show that commer= 
cial and not military traMe is being carried 
fon the Shanghai-Nanking and  Shanghal- 
Hangchow Railways, freight and passage 
being charged in Yen. It has been reported 
that the Tientsin-Pukow Railway has been 
ut into operation again, whilst the Peking 
Mukden line has been working throughout 
the whole of the hostilities, not only for 
military purposes, but also for commercial. 
Requests by the’ representatives of British 
interests to be allowed to inspect the lines, 
‘and ascertain the material damage done, 
have been consistently refused by the 
Japanese on the time-worn excuse of mili- 
tary necessity, British officials on the Pe- 
king Mukden ‘Railway are still retained on 
the payroll but not permitted to carry out 
their duties, and there is every indication 
that the Japanese are not disposed to meet 
the obligations which the Chinese Govern- 
ment assumed when the various loans were 
made. 

Under the Shanghai-Fengching loan agree- 
ment sceured on the surplus earnings of the 
Peking-Mukden Railway a specified amount 
used to be deposited in a bank towards the 
liquidation of the loan. This since the Japan- 
‘ese assumption of contfol has been suspended, 
while no payments have been made in con- 
nection with the Shanghai-Nanking and 
Shanghai-Hangchow Railways. In this con- 
nection it should be pointed out that the 
former of these two lines has been mortgaged 
in its entirely to the British and Chinese 
Corporation, and though the Japanese are 
working the line, its representatives have 
been denied the right to make an inspection. 
‘The Japanese authorities for a change appear 
to be remarkably frank with regard to their 
attitude in the matter. They claim that by 
right of conquest they stand in the shoes of 
the Chinese government, the railways being 
trophies of war, and that they do not intend 
to be bound by'any agreements under which 
the railways were pledged to the bondholders 
for the very money which enabled them 
to be brought into existence. The pro- 
position is a wholly untenable one. In many’ 
instances the loans were made years ago, in’ 
circumstances which permit of no allegation 
that they were effected for the purpose of 
preventing their falling into Japanese hands, 
and until the large sums of money which 
hhave been secured on the railways are repaid 
there can be no doubt that ownership Is 
largely vested in the bondholders who pro- 
vided the necessary finance. Viewed in thls| 
light the British investments in Chinese rail-

take the necessary steps to protect the in- 
terests of the British bondholders in this 
matter, and that it should be made quite plain 
to the Japanese that this freebooting will not 
be permitted. ‘There might be something to 
be said for the Japanese contention that when 
the lines were being used for military pur 
poses, access of British representatives could 
be denied them. But even that is not strong, 
for if the Britons concerned were prepared to 
take the risks it should have been regarded ax 
solely their own affair. 


Conditions have changed so completely in 
the course of the Tast few months thatthe 
Mimsy excuse that necess is being dented 
because of “military necessity” carries no 
weight whatever, and is looked upon as an 
tunconvineing example of tergiversation, ‘The 
fact is that on the Shanghai-Nanking Railway 
{in particular, and some of the others. in 
general, military traMle has been reduced to 
minimum, mainly because the Yangtze gives 
4 more convenient means of revietualling the 
‘Japanese troops in the interior. ‘That is the 
Yeason why they have been opened to com= 
mercial and civitian traf, and it is claimed 
that now that this has been done—quite apart 
from the question of whether the Japanese 
should pay for the carriage of their men and 
material over these lines—the revenue so 
obtained should again be used for the service 
of the loans in question. But the fact is that 
not one penny has as yet been paid into the 
appropriate banks for such service, and the 
‘Japanese are operating the lines for thelt own 
profit, The situation is undoubtedly a serious 
Jone, and one which reflects gravely upon 
Japanese bona des. Where in such an in 
stance fs to be found anything to show that 
often-repeated Japanese assurances of scru- 
pulous regard for tie interests of foreign 
neutrals are in any way real? Obviously the 
facls are at complete variance with such un= 
dertakings, and the ridiculous excuse of 
“military necessity” a very patent untruth, 
It is satisfactory to learn that continual re- 
presentations have been made to the Japanese 
Kovernment, but most regretiable. to Jearn 
that up to the present they have been without 
‘any appreciable effect, In the circumstances 
it should be quite plain to the Japanese that 
this matter cannot be allowed to rest where 
itis, and that sooner or later a settlement will 
have to be arrived at in accordance with 
Japanese honour, which has been so definitely 
pledged, but which at the moment seems to 
bbe under a cloud of Japanese manufacture. 




















THE REFUGEE PROBLEM 
Dec, 23. 


The growing influx of Jewish refugees 
from Central Europe into Shanghai is a fea~ 
ture of present political conditions which is, 
already giving rise to considerable anxiety in 
local authoritative circles, During the past 
seventeen months the charity of Shanghai has 
been strained to the utmost by the demands 
which have been made upon it in order to 
care for the many thousands of Chines 
fugees who sought shelter in the fo 
areas immediately upon the outbreak of 
hostilities. Fortunately the large numbers 
Which had to be cared for have considerably 
diminished, but there is still a large number 
of indigents who have to be fed and 
housed, and will probably continue to be in 
need until conditions are such that they will 
again be able to return to their homes in the 
country, but, even then, there will be the 
problem to be faced of supplying them with 
the wherewithal to resume earning their own 
livelihoods, There is also the probability that 
the longer present abnormal conditions are 
permitted to continue, the greater will be 
the danger of creating a definitely pauperized 
class with a perpetual demand upon the good 
nature of the community. ‘The manner in 
which Shanghai has responded to the re~ 
quests for assistance is something which 
redounds greatly to the credit of the various 
sections of the community, and during the 
last seventeen months the largeness of 
Shanghai's heart has been demonstrated in. a 
manner which has astonished even those who 
realize how charitably inclined it is. ‘This 
present influx of refugees presents difficulties 
Which have not existed in previous years 
when Shanghai has been called upon to do 
its best for them. ‘The advent of the Russian 
refugees in their’ thotisands following the re- 
volution does not. provide a parallel, for then 
there was only the one problem to be faced. 
Today the situation is complicated by the 
fact that Shanghai burdened with its own 
domestic difficulties arising out of the Sino- 
‘Japanese hostilities, is obliged by force of 
‘circumstances over ‘which it has absolutely 
no control, to assume the responsibilities of 
caring for thousands of refugees from Europe 
who have nowhere else to go. 


With well over a thousand refugecs from 
Germany and Austria already in Shanghai 
the city is faced with the probability that 
‘with each successive ship from Europe more 
hundreds will be brought in, and it is con- 
Adently expected that by the ‘end of March 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of 4,000 
newcomers will have been added to ‘the 
foreign community. That does not tell the 
whole tale, for it is obvious that even more 
than that may be expected during the ensuing 
months, and by the end of the year unless 
means are found for diverting them elsewhere 
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Without being unduly alarmist it must be 
emphasized that the outlook is indeed grave, 
and almost superhuman efforts will be neces- 
sary if the new arrivals are to be eared for 
properly. With unemployment as it is at the 
present time, it is quite clear that the 
absorption of these refugees into the Shang- 
hai labour market will be slow in the extreme. 
“Amongst practically all nationals in Shanghai 
there is an uncomfortable amount of un- 
employment, and it is only to be expected 
that the various communities will give pre- 
ference to their own nationals before the new 
refugees, s0 that the problem which is being 
created will be rendered all the more dificult 
of solution by the very fact that the process 
‘must be slow. It is, of course, possible that 
many of the professional people will find an 
outlet “for their activities, but even here 
Shanghal is already so well stocked with men 
of expert ability that the inevitable competi- 
tion which will be ereated must have a baneful 
effect upon the fortunes of these who have al~ 
sady established themselves, People less well 
equipped will undoubtedly find it more aif 
cult to establish a niche for themselves, and 
it fs this section of the newcomers which 
must pesent the greatest dificulty to those 
concerned for thelr welfare, In their case 
the labour market is hopelessly over= 
stocked against them, while there is the very 
stave danger that, if people at present in 
employment are displaced for racial reasons 
in favour of the refugees, a growth of anti- 
Semitism may be fostered which would be 
nothing short of deplorable. 

It is quite clear to those who are undertak~ 
ing the work of caving for those unfortunate 
people that the raising of the large additional 
sums of money required for the task is 
quite beyond. Shanghai's ability, generous 
as it has been in the past. In this connection 
it is suggested that appeals will have to be 
‘made abroad for @ share of the funds which 
are already being raised. ‘Thus it is to be 
hoped that if a request is addressed to Earl| Wy 
Baldwin's Fund for Refugees for assistance it] f 
‘will be favourably considered, while undoubt~ 
edly similar appeals willbe made to the 
United States. It should be borne in mind 
that Shanghai's problem is merely a part of 
the general dificully ereated by the flight of 
Jews from Central Europe, that Shanghai is 
hhaving forced upon it a burden which in its 
present cireumstances it is wholly unable to 
handle unnided, and that unless help in very 
substantial proportions. is forthcoming the 
condition of those people may become tragic 
jn the extreme. ‘The work which is already 
being done for the Chinese refugees in Shang 
hhai must be continued. It is indeed a first 
charge upon Shanghai's charity, and it can= 
not in fairness to the indigent ‘Chinese, and 
in the interests of the whole community’ now 
to be discontinued. ‘The ease for outside help} 
fs consequently a strong one, and it is hoped 
that this will be realized abroad, for without 
very generous outside assistance Shanghat 
will find itsel¢ wholly ineapable of doing any 
thing more than a little towards alleviating 
this newly imported distress. This article is 
written in no sense disparagingly of the new- 
comers. It would be contrary to the good 
traditions of Shanghai if it did not do its 
utmost to care for them, but it must be 
emphasized that this difficulty which might 
hhave been taken in the city's ordinary stride 
in normal, conditions, 1s aggravated by the 
peculiar cireumstances in which Shanghai 
finds itself. Without very considerable help 
these people must inevitably starve, and most 
of that help will have to come to Shanghai 
from abroad,

A GLANCE ROUND 
Dec. 27. 


A telephone call to this office yesterday 
morning was sufficient to demonstrate the 
peculiarity of the Christmas through which 
the world is passing. It took the form of 
‘an enquiry as to whether anything of signi- 
ficance had happened in the world during 
the holidays, and the answer, happily 
enough, was that nothing of outstanding or 
alarming importance had occurred. Past 
diplomatic history has shown a tendency for 
crises to occur over the week-end, parti- 
cularly when Great Britain is involved, 
heads of totalitarian states being apparently 
convinced that the British week-end habit 
is likely to give them an opportunity of 
catching the various Ministers unawares. 
‘That gave rise to the fear that during the 
Christmas holidays somebody or other would 
start something, and there is certainly 
enough explosive material lying around to 
provide fuel for the most widespread con. 
Magration. Fortunately, at least for the 
time being, everyone seems to have held 
his hand, and while it may be truthfull 
said that’ the position has not improved, it 
is also clear that during the holiday little 
has happened to worsen a situation which 
in all conscience is bad enough. Prince 
Konnoye’s latest message to the Chinese 
people, approved, it will be noted, by’ the 
Japanese Expeditionary Force in China, has 
for thé moment fallen upon deaf ‘cars, 
Whatever hopes there might have been ‘that 
the Christmas spirit would have induced 
thoughts of peace in the Chinese mind do 
not appear to have fructified.

People may well complain of better days and 
larger resources for celebration but it cannot 
be denied that Shanghai residents are doing 
thelr best to extract from the festival every: 
thing it can yield, For nearly two — years 
things in this city have been as bad as they 
could have possibly been, and as a mercantile 
community, deprived of that degree of profit- 
able activity which entitles a resident to a 
share of better things on occasions of relaxa- 
tion, Shanghai faces a Christmas on terms 
hitherto inexperienced in the city’s long hise 
tory. But this has not killed that feeling of 
humanity which rejoices when it ean and 
serapes “up from accumulated resources the 
wherewithal to put on a gay and brave face 
although the atmosphere may be cloudy and 
dismal, This year the true spirit of Shanghai 
is being tested and is proving its worth. There 
will be a generous observance of this Christian 
festival and, as the donations column of this 
journal are’ revealing, the tribulations of the 
community are not being forgotten in the con- 
twibutions to the less fortunate from the thin 
purges which ordinarily do not suffice for one 
but in the face of other greater needs now 
‘manage to suflice for two. ‘This is indeed the

What Santa Claus Did 


On Monday and the day before there could be 
seen about Shanghai a number of self-conscious 
men, who looked as if they were trying to 
blutt out something—which indeed they were. 
‘they were trying to bluff out thelr Christmas 
presents, socks, ties, and scarves, The Christ- 
mas tle’ has been a joke for so many years 
that it has become quite a serious problem. And 
therefore there is no intention to dwell upon 
it here, except to remark that, in most cases, 
the taste displayed in the choice of these gifts 
{x so good that it is something of a reflection 
on the mere male wearer who, if given the 
opportunity, would probably have wasted his 
substanee on “plain red and yaller." Economists 
may be able to find the reason why Shanghai, 
A this season, when everyone is suffering from 
the effects of the depression and the Sino- 
‘Japanese hostilities, has been able to spend a 
Fecord amount of’ money in celebrating the 
Christmas festival, To the average human being, 
whose brain reels when he tries to total up the 
hits signed any particular evening, the 
Phenomenon is inexplicable. ‘The big depart 
ment stores report that they have sold more 
xifls during the pre-Christmas rush than at any 
time sinee, the Manchurian Ineident. ‘The hire 
cor garages, as any reveller who was out on 
Christmas Eve knows {o his misfortune, have 
een carrying more passengers than ever be- 
ure, ‘The cabarets—and surely there are more 
in Shanghai now than there have been for the 
last deeade—elaim (0 have had the best of 
times, In fact, in some of them, the tariffs seem 
to have been designed especially to keep the 
customer away—but without success. It may be 
that the lesson of Christmas Eve will have been 
learnt by the New Year, and that the efforts 
of the eabaret proprietors to dip 100 deeply 
imto the pockets of revellers will have their 
logical effect, and people will stay away. If so, 
the caterers for pleusure will have only them- 
selves to blame. 
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Licensing the Press 


‘The new King's Regulation which was’ 
published in the columns of the N.C.D.N. on Dec. 
2t will be welcomed by those who have watched 
[with some concern the activities of certain news- 
papers published in the Chinese language 
funder the cloak of British ownership. By it 
IH, M. Ambassador has been given wide powers 
jwith ‘which he should be able to check the 
publication of matter which should not be 
published in view of the prevailing circum. 
[Stances, Obviously it is improper that Chinese 
publications hiding behind British extraterri- 
foriality should be permitted to publish articles 
fnot only offensive to nations with which Great 
Britain is in amity, but actually offensive to 
Great Britain herself. The terms of the Re- 
Jgulation make it quite plain that respectable 
[publishers have nothing to fear. They will be 
required, if they publish matter in any other: 
fanguage thon English to take out their licence, 
land in that respect there has been no dis- 
ferimination against any particular section of 
the publishing world. But it fs made quite: 
clear in the terms of the Regulation that those 
who are aimed at are those concerns, which, 
junder a thin cloak of British nationality, are 
disseminating matter ealeulated to endanger 
the good relations which should exist between 
the various communities in such a place us 
‘Shanghal, and more especially in the peculiar: 
‘circumstances prevailing. It has been claimed 
that this regulation amounts to the estal 
‘ment of a censorship. In fact it does 
though it does provide the authorities 
‘means to correcting an abuse which has already 
een noticed. Tt constitutes no check upon 
newspapers of British ownership properly con- 
ducted, and it Is not to be believed that the 
powers thus given to the Ambassador will be 
ised in any capricious manner. The freedom 
fof the Press is very jealously regarded by the 
ordinary Briton, but when that freedom is 
‘allowed to degenerate into leence then ob- 
‘viously a time has come for halt to be called. 
Tt should also be noticed that with the ex- 
hibition of the Regulation in H.M. Consulate. 
General on Dec. 20 it became immediately 
effective, and is now necessary for all firms 
publishing newspapers, pamphlels or other 
publications in any language but English to 
‘Obtain the necessary licence. 











New King’s Regulations 

Comment by the Yanez Heanir in the 
‘Shanghai “Mainichi,” on the subject of the 
recently promulgated King’s Regulations re- 
fquiring_the licencing of 

pamphléis and other publications by Britons 
in languages other than English, seems com- 
placently to assume that this hos been done 
Wwith the idea of making a diplomatic gesture 
to Japan. In his desire that the Regulations 
should be made retroactive he indicates a com~ 
plete failure to understand’ the effect of 
these new provisions. All concerns engaged in 
the publication of matter defined above are 
required to obtain such licences, and in that 
respect the regulations cover such firms as are 
already in existence ts well as any others 
which may be formed in the future. It is now 
Jan offence to publish such works in other than 
the English language without, first having 
fobtained the necessary licence, and it is again 
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emphasized that it is necessary for firms and 
individuals engaged in auch acivities to obtain 
the mecestary permission which is desribed In 
boa Ei, Saas ion.

‘Were the restrictions in Hankow 
‘and Tientsin comparable with those 
existing round Shanghai ?—Purposes 
of restriction were the same; to pre 
Vent undesirables from travelling to 
and fro, Tt was difleult to make 
fan exact comparison, it was added, 
unless one went ‘o Hankow and ob: 
served conditions frst hand. 

By way of further explanation, = 
spokesmen pointed out that Japanese 
sentries on border duty in the 
Shinghai area on searching Chinese 
had found grenades in bamboo poles, 
pistols in cabbage baskets, and am= 
munition in bedding. 

'No one of the spokesman said he 
had any knowledge of a Japanese 
‘vessel arriving in Hankow with two

women and children on board, 

Mankow Tension Eased 
Hankow, Dec. 2

Japanese Monopolies 

‘The Japanese are endeavouring, 
by every ‘means at thelr disposal, 1 
gain control of all worth while Ghi- 
ese industries, which must. inevit- 
ably deteimentally affect British 
trade, To give an idea of the pro- 
‘aress already made by the Japanese 
authorities in their monopoly pro- 
gramme we list a few. of these 
monopolies with pertinent - remarks 
on each. 

Leather, Hides and Furs.—No Cht-| 
nese tanneries are now permitted 10 
‘operate without permission from the 
Japanese authorities, who. have em- 
ployed the manager of the former 
Tokosuki Yoko to check up all stocks 
of leather, hides, ete, now. in the 
hands of Chinese tanneries for 
eventual sale to the Japanese Mili- 
{ary authorities at less than one- 
third of the market price quoted 
hefore the “incident.” "The Chinese 
Maritime Customs acting under 
‘orders from the Provisional Govern 
ment have prohibited the export of 
hides, ete. (see Customs Notification 
No. 733 of 38/38) 

‘This action by the Japanese not: 
only excludes British exporters from 
this trade, but must seriously affect 
the sale of British tanning materials 
which are now imported from the 
British Colonies. 

‘Matches.—Only such Chinese match 
factorles as have agreed to Japanese! 
nationals participating, with a con 
trolling Interest, are permitted to 
operate thelr factories. Under an 
order issued by the Peiping Provi- 
sional Government dated October 27, 
1098, no matches may now be sold 
in North “China except through a 
special office set up for this purpose. 
‘This same order prevents any new 
match factories from operating. ‘The| 
Yearly output of matches in China 
‘mounts to 200000 tons, according, to 
2 recent statement by the Japanese 
authorities, of which 80.0C0 tons are 
produced! in Shantung. 
| Flour Mills—All Chinese operated

Pur-| 
chases of raw materials, such as| 
chemicals, dyes, starches, elc., are 
now being confined to Japanese pro- 
duets in so far as such items can 
‘be manufactured in Japan, thus leav-_ 
ing very little scope for British 
traders 
in former times of’ considerable 
interest to British firms. 


Chinese Newspapers—All_ plants 
have been taken over by the Japan 
ese either by confiscation or the pay- 
ment of a fraction of the cost price, 
‘and are being used for propaganda 
‘against British interests. 

Currency and Exchange—Strenu- 
ous endeavours are being made by 
the authorities to make the use of 
Federal Reserve Bank notes become 
general throughout the province. 
British banks have been picketed and 
the Chinese have been ordered to 
withdraw their deposits therefrom. 
‘The currency is worthless and can- 
not be accepted for the purchase of 
foreign currencies, but attempts are 
being made to force British traders. 
to use this currency and to finance 
their export trade through Japanese 
banks, failing which the Japanese 
Special Navat Mission refuse to 
grant permits to cover the export 
of goods. 

‘These few examples indicate the 
extent to which the Japanese author! 
ties have obtained a strangle hold on 
the trade of this port.

‘Two Japanese Parties 

Anyhow that seems to be latest 
Japanese plan, which is not so very 
ew after all. For it is the same 
idea that Gen. Doihara has been re- 
peatedly trying to carry into execution 
ever since 1931. During the — last 
few months an intense struggle is 
‘said to have been going on behind the| 
jseenes in Japanese military cireles| 
between two parties with two oppos- 
ite sets of ideas. On the one hand, 
there is this plan of Gen. Dolhara f 
‘an independent stale of North China, 
(probably to be called Huapelkuo) 
Jeaving the other parts of China with 
their own separate governments. 

On the other, is the plan of Colonel 
Kiat supported by 1ut.-Gen: 
Terauchi,  Commander-in-Chiet in 
North China and the patron’ of the 
Young Officer party, which sponsors 
Ja Federal Government for the whole| 
of China with Wang Keh-min as chief 
jexecutive. As it is now reported that 
Gen. Terauchi has been recalled and 
Gen. Sugiyama, 9 patron of Doihara,| 
has taken his place, it looks as if the 
Vatter’s plan had won the day in 
Tokyo.

Bargain Counters 

Curiously enough, some quarters 
hore believe that this plan has won| 
‘out on account of its moderation. It 
is argued that, in the admittedly very 
improbable even of Japan being 
unable to bring the war to a com- 
pletely satisfactory conclusion and to 
Jdominate the whole of China, she 
could still hold on to North China and 
come to terms by using the other 
temporary governments in South 
China and the Yangtze Valley as 
bargain counters. 

‘Whereas, if she had once formed a 
{federal government for the whole of 
[China, she would be unable to retreat 
at all without. complete loss of 
Prestige. Other observers, however, 
fare probably nearer the mark, 
when they ascribe the triumph of 
Gen. Doihara's plans, loss to thelr 
moderation, than to the unwillingness 
of Japanese commanders in other 
parts of China to have their powers 
limited by the establishment of| 
‘a central government ruling from 
Peiping. 

‘The immediate dimeulty of Gen. 
Doihara’s plan has been, as 
always, to find a suitable ' per- 
son for the post of chief executive 
of the new state. Unless a really 
foutstanding personage could be found, 
round whom popular opinion was 
Ukely to rally, there would be little’ 
chanee of the new slate proving any. 
more successful than under the pre- 
sent stopgap government. He is said 
to have had two candidates in mind: 
Gens. Wu Pei-fu and Chin Yin-peng. 
Gen. Wu is, of course, much the more 
famous character and would be the 
greatly preferred choice. Once upon 
a time he played an important part 
fon the. Chinese political stage and, 
until his defeat and eclipse in 1927, 

‘The Japanese may still fall back on 
Gen, Chin Yiin-peng. But he is a 
person of little weight and is almost 
unknown to the. general public ; his 
chief claim to fame being that he 
was Premier for a few months under 
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fone of the Northern administrations 
in 1920-21, If he or some. other 
second-rate person were to become 
head of the new state, the position 
would not be much ‘altered from 
what it is at present, and the pacl- 
fication of the north’ will not have 
been brought any nearer,

for the masters of the School who had worked very hard indeed 
when it became necessary to remove from their premises a num- 


ber of times owing to the host 


In referring to the appeal made for 
$150,000, the ‘sum, of which together 
with funds already in hand, would 
allow for building new premises. for 
the school, Mr. Seddon sald a total 
‘of $115,000" had ‘been collected and of 
hat, ust under $100,000 had been 
deposited with a local bank. ‘The 
remaining $15,000 had not actually 
een paid yet but were understood 
to be available when construction 
commenced.

Huge Fire Destroys 
N.¥.K. Godown 


Shanghai, Dec. 23. 

Fire had almost’ completely 
destroyed Godown C of the 
NY.K. Wayside Wharf, 8

pm, yesterday. ‘The Harbour 
Fire Brigade and various units 
from Yangtzepoo, Hongkew 
and Central Stations of the 
Shanghai Fire Brigade aided 
but the blaze was' only under 
control shortly before midnight.

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Press Regulation 
Approved 


Shanghai, Dee. 27. 

Praising the British authorities’ re- 
‘cent action impasing a licence system 
for publications not in the English 
Tanguage, the “Yangtze Hermit,” a 
frequent contributor to the Shanghai 
Mainichi, on Friday advocated the 
making ‘of the British regulations 
retroactive and the adoption of 
similar measures by the American 
authorities, 

Recalling that the | “North-China 
Daily News," in its editorial of Dec- 
ember 22 had stated that “the new 
King’s regulation. ...will be weleom- 
fed by those who have watched with 
Jsome concern the activities of certain 
newspapers published in the Chinese 
Language under the cloak of British 
ownership,” the Hermit expressed the 
hope that’ “this Regulation will not, 
be a mere diplomatic gesture toward 
Japan, but firmly put into practice.” 

“Poisonous” Propaganda 

‘The commentator said he had fre- 
quently pointed out on previous oc- 
casions that the Chinese, publishing 
newspapers in the vernacular re- 
gistered with the British authorities 
so as to evade Japanese control, 
were engaged in “disseminaing 
‘empty lies and indulging in poisonous 
‘anti-Japanese propaganda” and had 
demanded rigid control against these 
publications ‘by the British and 
‘American authorities. 

Stressing the need for making the 
Regulation. retroactive, the Hermit, 
pointed out that saturation point had. 
already been reached by Chinese 
Publications in Shanghai, “Con- 
sequently,” he continued, “it can be 
estimated that those that will appear 
‘anew will be few in number, while it 
is a fact that newspapers now being. 
published are doing most of the 
harm.” 

“The best manner in which to serve 
the purpose of the new Regulation,” 
the Hermit stated, “is that its pro- 
visions be applied ‘to the newspapers: 
mentioned above. If these are) 
immune from the new Regulation, the 
rules will fall chort of their aim. 

Pointing out that there were many 
‘newspapers of the same type publish- 
fed under the cloak of — American 
‘ownership, the commenator said he 
hoped that the United States would 
follow the British example. 


English Papers Criticized 

“To go to the bottom of the mat- 
ter, however, mere control of 
newspapers will not. be effective in 
‘tlomping out those of anti-Japanese 
character. To strike at the root, 
third-party Powers should assume 4 
more positive attitude towards. the 
THohibition of anti-Japanese ogran- 
zations which lurk behind the anti- 
Sapanese newspapers.” 

‘Asserting that there were news: 
popers in European languages which 
Publish “Chinese propaganda with 
Qualifeations and carry articles and 
editorials of the same tenor as that 
Chinese-language papers," the 
Hermit. urged a strict supervision 
upon English-language as well a5 
‘ther newspapers. 

“What"-is important,” he con 
cluded, is not the mere publication 
fof regulations, but. the eradication

Child Refugee Hospital 
Issues Annual Report: 


Shanghai, Dee. 25. 

‘What had originally been intended 
as a provisional hospital for Chinese 
children who, due to the hostilities 
were deprived of their regular 
medical attention, became a per- 
‘manent institution when the Hos- 
pital for Refugee Children which 
came Jnto existence in December of 
1937, decided three months ater to 





continue its functions until such 
time as the services would no 
longer be required, 

Only 14 patients were in the 
wards on December 1, 1937, but 


subsequently the necessary arrange- 
ments were made to accommodate 
upwards of 100, apart of course, 
from outside patients who daily call 
to receive treatment, 

‘The annual report, which as just 
‘come to hand, states that all the 
medical work ‘was done thoroughly 
Jand scientifically with the hope that 
records carefully kept miy be of 
some use for future case history 
studies, and gratitude was expressed 
to the American Advisory Committee 
for Civilian Relief, the Shanghai 
International Red Cross, the Rotary 
Club and many others who through 
their kind co-operation have made 
the hospital a possibility, 

In reviewing the medical results 
‘obtained, it is of interest to note 
that of a total of 1,110 cases dis- 
charged, 140 were cured or improved 
whilst 45 cases were un-improved 
and an additional 47 cases were 
discharged as not treated, 


Mortality Rate Lowered 

OF the total number of 268 deaths 
occurring in the hospital, 106 died 
24 hours after admission to the hos- 
pital and this alone indicates with 
what dificulties the staff had to 
cope due to the fact that in most 
cases the children are only brought 
fo the hospital when their ailments 
have made vast progress. There 
‘was a high rate of mortality during 
ithe first few months of operations 
but this was mainly due to the poor 
conditions existing in the various 
efuyce camps where the patients 
had lived. 

Financially, the hospital depends 
entirely on support from organiza- 
ions and individuals, donations com= 
ing mainly from the  o.ganizations 
which ‘make regular contributions 
and which have t'us enabled the 
Board of Directors to fix a monthly 
‘budget of $3,000. The total expendi- 
ture for the year has been $36,225.19 
‘of which about one third was’ spent 
on ‘salaries. Considering, however:| 
that there are some 24 doctors, mosi 
of whom devote all their time to 
the work in the hospital, and that 
particularly in a C! ildren’ hospital 
large nursing staff is required, this 
amount is very reasonable, 

Malnutrition was the worst enemy 
which doctors and nurses had {0 
face, according to the annual report, 
whilst 38 per cent, of all’ patients 
suffered from  infectuous diseases 
such as tuberculosis, dysentry, typ- 
hoid and whooping cough. Most of 
the work was medical, only 39 
‘minor operations having ‘been per- 
formed throughout the year under 
review. 

‘Support from Shanghai residents 
and organizations is keing solleited 
in the report, as the fulure of the 
hospital must’ be secured until such 
time as condition will permit its 
closing. 











Attempt to Murder 
Alleged Traitor 


Shanghai, Dec. 25. 

Pro-Chinese terrorists siruck at an 
alleged traitor, Mr. Hwa (Wu) Chen- 
chuan, who is said to have had im- 
Fortant dealings with the Japanese, 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning in 
the vestibule of 33 Szechuen Road. 

‘Mr. Hwa was fired upon by mem- 
bers of a small group, about five 
shots being discharged. He was not 

it, however, but a middle-aged 
Chinese, entirely unconnected with 
the intended victim of the assassins, 
was wounded in the right ankle. 
‘This man, after hospital treatment, 
was able fo return to his house.

Poor Conditions in 
Cattle Lairage 

Shanghai, Dec. 20. 





Adding’ to. the difficult problems 
with which the authorities” of the 
French Concession have to cope since 
the outbreak of hostilities “here last 
sear, is the task to find ways and means 
fof making available suitable sites for 
ithe keeping of animals destined for 
the slaughter-house which however 
Jarrive in Shanghai a day or two too 
fearly and consequently have to be 
kept somewhere. 


Upon the request of the livestock 














thorities therefore allocated apiece 
of land for the purpose which is, 
situated behind the P.W.D. depot on 
Rue Dolifus. 

Conditions under which the cattle, 
ranging from 50 to 80 per day, are 
[being kept there, have come to the 
notice of the Shanghai Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
whieh in turn approached the French 
Couneit with a view to improving on 
existing conditions, 

No shelter has been supplicd and 
these animals are consequently ex- 
posed to rain and cold. ‘The ground 
is very muddy and the only drinking 
water’ available is rain-water, | Pud~ 
les all over the large tract of land 
make it dangerous to walk for the 
coolies who presumably have been 
fengayed by the merchants to look 
fatter the needs of the animals. 

‘Approached by a representative of 
the “North-China Daily News” yester- 
day afternoon, a high oficial ‘or the 
French Council said that the crue! 
manner in which these animals were 
being treated had come to the notice 
of the Council a few days ago through 
la letter from the SSP.C.A. ‘The 
matter was immediately investigated 
‘and orders have already been given 
to erect temporary huts wherein the 
animals may be kept over night and 
on rainy days, 

"We are not in a position to bi 
elaborate. stables” the official con- 
tinued, “because this would involve 
fan outlay of large sums of money. 
In view of the fact that the present 
state of affairs has been brought about 
‘by prevailing conditions—which may 
change within a number of months: 
it would also be unwise to go to 
any considerable expense." 

IT have already given instructions 
for the construction of temporary huts 
which I deliove to be adequate in 
affording the requisite shelter for the 
fanimals. ‘The supply of fresh water 
hhas also been arranged and construc- 
tional work on the huts is to begin 
Jn the very near future.” 

Previous to the outbreak of hos- 

tilities, the animals were usually kept 
in Nantao and other outlying distelets 
funtil they made their final trip to the 
slaughter house. Since these districts 
hhave since been cut off however, the 
‘animals are unloaded from the vari- 
‘ous steamers which bring them from, 
nearby villages, and are taken to this 
Tairage. 
AS a rule, they remain there for a 
lday or two, although occasionally they 
fare left there for a week or more 
prior to being killed, ‘They are fed 
Jat the expense of the merchants who 
also have their own attendants there 
guarding the cows. 









































Two Burned to Death 
In Factory Fire 


Shanghai, Dee. 25. 
‘The bedies of two adutts, burned 
80 as {0 be unrecognizable, . were 
found by Seltloment firemen 'yester- 
@ay morning in the ruins of a Chin- 
ese vacuumefask factory at 262 Wel- 
haiwet Road, which was swept by 
flames during the night. 

The fire was first noticed shortly 
before § o'clock yesterday. morning, 
‘and an alarm was sent to Sinza Fire 
Station. Soon afterwards, Central 
Station also turned out to ‘the scene. 
The whole building and its contents 
were badly damaged by the flames. 
and the firemen spent two hours and 
‘a half in extinguishing the blaze. 

While scores of persons fled in time 
to save their lives, the bodies of two 
vietims were later recovered from 
among the debris and were’ taken to 
the Public Mortuary. Apart from 
these two cases, no one was injured.

Henningsen Office 
Raided 
Shanghai, Dec. 24. 


In one of the most. ‘spectacular 
armed robberies committed during 
the past few weeks, six or seven 
Chinese, one armed with a pistol and 
another with a knife, made thelr way 
info the Mees of the Henningsen 
Produce Co,, at Rooms 145-146, in the 
Hongkong & Shanghai Bank building, 
fat about 830 o'clock last night and 
after initimidating the two Chinese 
employees who where there at the 
time, locked them up in the office and 
made ood their escape with ap- 
proximately $4,000 in eash, 

Police parties under Detective Sub- 
Inspector J. J. Ross dashed to the 
scone from Central Police Station, 
Foochow Road, whilst uniformed 
parties searched the building 
thoroughly and Anger-print experts 
went to work in the offces of the 
Henningsen Produce Co, in scarch 
of possible clues. 

Neither the search of the building 
nor the dingerprints found at the 
seene gave Investigating olMecrs 
anything to. work on. ‘Three sus 
peels, believed to be Chinese mem- 
ders of the staff of the. American 
company, were however taken to 
the police station for questioning. it 
being presumable that the robbery 
must have been perpetrated with the 
‘assistance of one or more members 
ff the Chinese staff, 











H.MLS, Suffolk Arrives 


From Weihaiwei 
Shanghal, Dee. 21. 

ILMS. Suffolk, 10,000 tons British 
cruiser, arrived in Shanghai yester- 
day morning from Weihaiwel, having 
left. the northern port on December 
17 In order to remove Surgeon Licut, 
Car. A. R. Bwart, who hed contracted 
smallpox, to the Municipal Isolation 
Hospital in Brenan Road. 

‘As soon as the vessel berthed at 
the British naval buoys, a launch was, 
sent to the shore with Lt. Cdr. Edwart 
‘on board and he was removed to the 
hospital by ambulance, As the oMeer 
ig now in the Isolation Hospital the 
ship Will not be quarantined and it 
is expectod that she will leave port 
in early January. 

‘Upon her arrival at Weihaiwei on 
December 18 the Suffolic was im= 
‘mediately quérantined because of two 
‘eases of smallpox on board, | the 
‘quarantine regulations being ‘lifted 
‘flor the removal of the men to the 
Naval Hospitel, Surgeon Lieut. Car. 


Ewart, who tended the men before 
thelr despateh to hospital, contracted

Foreign Gunboat 
Convoy Arrives 


Shanghai, Dec, 25. 
‘The convoy of British and Ameri- 
can gunboats consisting of H.MS. 
Mantis, flying the flag of Rear-Ad- 


the USS. Monocacy, arrived 
Shanghai shortly after’ noon yester- 
cay, ‘afler making the downriver 
trip from Hankow where they. had 
Huecn “bottled-up” since the start of 
‘the hostilities 16 months ago. 

LMS. Gnat which was scheduled 
to arrive with the convoy, is ex- 
pected at a later date, having been 
held up ‘with engine trouble at 
Wuhu. ‘The Monocacy and Cock- 
chafer joined the convoy at Kiu- 
Kiang, and the Intter vessel also 
stopped at Anking to pick up Mr. 
and) Mrs, A. Mair of the China 
Inland Mission before resuming its 
trip downriver. 


New Flagship 


Escorted by five Japanese warships 
the convoy left Hankow on Decem: 
ber 19, but 50 miles further dow 
stream’ the ships were held up when 
HLMS. Gnat' developed engine 
trouble, the delay lasting for 24 
hours. "At Nanking H.MS. ‘Tern left 
the convoy and the rest of the 
Journey was made without incident. 
Arriving from Hankow on board 
the British vessels were 120 Bluc- 
jackets who were sent to Hankow 
‘flor ‘the retreat of the Chinese 
troops to maintain order in the 
former British Concession,  Seventy- 
four of the men will be accom- 
modated at the Union Jack Club, 
while the rest will be distributed 
among the various ships in port. 
Immediately after arrival Rear- 
Admiral Holt transferred his fag 10 
H.MS. Scorpion, a new British gun- 
boat “of 585 tons, which arrived in 
‘Shanghai on December 22 after her 
Ereliminary trials at Hongkong.

Blaze at Cotton Mill 


‘Shanghai, Dec. 21. 

Six engines from Sinza and Central

escaped. 

‘The man who was killed was a 
former convict, having been arrested 
and sentenced ‘ones for house-break- 
ing. An ambulance was summoned 
and the wounded looter was taken 
to the General Hospital, He was 
beyond recovery, however, and was 
pronounced dead’ upon admission to a 
warder, He had been wounded in the 
region of the heart. 

‘The fatal shot was fired by Detec- 
tive Sub-Insp. C. J. MaCahey, in 
jeharge of the piainclothes staff at 
Wayside Police Station, Sub-Insp. 
MeCahey had been apprised that wire 
[stealers were in the neighbourhood 
by an alert Sikh constable who was 
at the time on duty at the gate of the| 
‘station and who saw a weir green 
‘fash as the looters contacted the 
charged overhead wire. 


Confronted With Gang 
Sub-Insp. McCahey, without losing. 
‘a moment, grabbed his pistol and a 
ashlight and charged out of the gate| 
in the direction indicated by the 
Indian constable, who followed. They 
were confronted with several dark 
‘figures running from the scene of the| 
attempted looting. ‘The foreign detec- 
tive fired one round from his service 
pistol in an effort to halt the fleeing| 
men, One of the latter slumped to| 
‘the ' ground, wounded, while  the| 
others escaped, 

‘The man who was killed was later| 
identified by his fingerprints as 
having a police record in Shanghai. 
In recent months other looters, both 
Russians and Chinese, have been kil- 
ed or wounded in the Wayside 
triet and Yangtszepoo by Japanese 
military. who have opened fire on 
them when they were caught red- 
Inanded, Several Russian gangs, en- 
jgaged in stealing telephone wire and 
fother property in the area, have been 
fapprehended and members of these 
‘groups are now serving sentences 
fafter having been convicted in the 
Chinese District Court.

Report to Municipal Council, 


‘On Decomber 14 the Council 
approved the minutes of the Watch 
Committee or December 7, which 
meeting had had under consideration 
the report of the Chiet of the 
Industrial Section, in “her capacity 
as Protector of’ Mul Tsai,” and 
‘elated problems. By its action the 
Counelt ‘has approved the following 
prineiples:— 

L—The Shanghai | Municipal 
Coumell should follow the concept 
doveloping elsewhere and decline to 
recognize any “pei nu” status or 
‘any status in any’ way suggestive of 
servility, 

‘This implies that there should be 
no separate register of “pel nu 

2—The Counell should again 
follow the emphasis elsewhere 
developing and express ils sense of 
responsibility for transferred 
children and adolescents. by seci 
ing by all available means to have 
such ‘reported to Council officials 
concerned, and ‘by offering protec- 
ton to them. 

‘To implement these principles the 
Couneil ‘will set up a small Child 
Protection Section. “The present title 
uf "Protector of Mui Tsai” which the 
Chiet of the Industrial Section con- 
currently holds, will be changed to 
“Chief, Child Protection Section,” and 
a small group of Chinese women 
social workers will be associated with 
the work of the Section. ‘The prin- 
ciple of ‘close collaboration. ‘with 
Chinese and foreign organizations in 
the lela of child protection is also 
Inia down. 

‘This report is the result of the 
Counelt's decision “early in 1937, 
when, in the words in which the 
Aecision was communicated to the 
League of Nations it was the view 
‘of the Counell that 

“the first step in tackling the 

problem is (0 entrust to competent 

persons the taske of protecting those 

‘Mul Tsal who need protection. ‘The 

Council has, therefore, decided to 

entrust the supervision’ of Mui ‘Tsai 

to the Counell’s Industrial Section, 

Miss E. M. Hinder, who is in charge 

fof the ‘Council's Industrial Section, 

has under her competent workers 
who are not only familiar with 
factory problems, but also have 
studied “such questions as the 

‘working conditions of apprentices 

and the problems of child labour. 

It'is considered that Miss Hinder 

should be able to afford protection 

to those who need it, ‘and also 
should be able to collect informa 
tion and material for the Council 
in order to enable it to consider 
and decide what further steps 
should be taken cither in the 
direction of registration or in some 

‘other dircetion. 

By decision of the Counell the 
report In full will be forwarded to 
the League of Nations. ‘The report 
in an abridged form, and omitting 
the detailed appendices, follows: 

In February 1037 the Couneil piaced 
on’ the Industrial Section the task 
of “offering protection to ‘pel nu’ 
‘needing it, and collecting information 
‘and material for the Counell in order 
to enable it to consider and decide 
what further steps. should be taken, 
either in the direction of registration 
for otherwise." 

‘Tho term “pel nu’ is that used by 
the Chinese Government in its reports 
to the League of Nations to define 























ils transferred, usually for a

In September, 1997, a special social 
worker was engaged to assist the 
Chief of the Industrial Section in the 
task, In the year which has elapsed 
sinee, the elty has been in abnormal 
condition throughout, and a state of 
overcrowding and debendency among 
thousands of refugees still ‘exists. 
‘Under these circumstances it has ven 
dificult to make the kind of study 
previously planned, whereln some 
‘quantitative ‘assessment of the size 
nd importance of the problem of 
“pel nu* was envisaged. Instead, the 
elty has had thousands of homeless 
children and adolescents of many 
‘kinds: and viewed proportionately, 
the fate of girls who are transferred 
from thelr parents to the control of 
sand into the domestle employment of 
mistresses, but who have at least a 
shelter and food, may seem not so 
dire. 

‘Neyertheless it is recognized that 
the non-free" condition of “pel nu,” 
which is the yeason of the general 
concern for them which is felt in the 
League of Nations Slavery Committee, 
ig of continued importance, and the 
existence of emergeney situations 
does not Uquidate responsibilities of 
‘authorities. 


Protection of “Pei Ni 
In pursuance of the instructions 
of the Couneil that the Chief of the 
Industrial Section should “offer pro- 




















tection to those needing it” the 
fartangement has been made with the 
Depuly Commissioner of the Shang- 
hal Municipal Poliee, Crime Branch, 
that information be given of all cases 
of girls coming to the altention of 
the police where it was proposed to 
‘seek from the Court an order for 
their disposition. “Pei nu” cases 
before the Court almost always 
involve eruct treatmont at the hands 
of thelr mistresses. It is mot an 
ofience to keep a “pei nu” in the 
Settlement, since the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment Regulations of January 1936 are 
a ministerial order and not applicable 
inthe First Special District Court. 
“Pei nu” brought into the Court have 
been found by the police after run- 
ning away from their mistresses, oF 
the cases have been reported’ by 
neighbours, or in some other way. 
‘Among this group would therefore be 
girls needing protection. 

In the twenty months period since 
February 1937 when the special study 
‘of “pei mu” began, there have been 
32 cases involving’ “pei nu" in the 
Court. “Of ‘these, only three were 
relurned by the Court to their mis- 
tresses, the remainder being placed 
by order of the Court in one of the 
stitutions accustomed to receive 
girls. In allof these 32 cases the 
social worker has made a detailed 
study of the ease, and has attended 
the Court to recommend to the judge 
what action should be taken. 

‘A report of the institutions avail- 
Jable for the reception of unwanted 
‘girls was made in the 1937 ‘report| 
to the “‘ounell. In practice the First 
[Special District Court assigns girls ¢o 
four Institutions only—two of the 
Door of Hope, one of the Association 
for the Reliet of Women and Child- 
Fen, and one of the National Child 
Welfare Association. ‘The resources 
of all of these have been taxed to| 
the full by the emergency, and the| 
largest, that of the Association for| 
the Relief of Women and Children, 
fs still in very crowded temporary 
promises, its original dwellings in| 
Kiangwan having been destroyed. 
‘The emergency situation arising from 
hostilities has also brought into being | 
some special refugee camps for 
‘orphaned, lost and needy children, 
whose numbers have reached thou- 
sands, One of the best camps has 
bbeen operated by the National Child 
Welfare Association, 

In the omergency situation in 

Shanghai, where over-erowding has 
been so great, it has not seemed 
possible to seek sullable homes for 
the boarding out under supervision 
of girls needing protection. Yet it is 
recognized that institutional eare does 
not constitute the best arrangement 
that can be made for children need- 
ing the protection of authorities. A. 
sludy of new approaches must be 
made when conditions shall have 
become more normal®. 
‘The social worker ‘has given her 
time to the study particularly of three 
types of girls—ot “pei mu,” of girls! 
sold into prostitution, and of girls 
in the control of middlemen, who 
profit by their labour. In addition, 
Y31 cases which do not fall into the 
entegories ‘above have been referred 
to the social worker. She has not 
been able to follow up each case as| 
she should, her time being fully taken 
up otherwise. ‘The following analysis; 
will indicate, however, how wide is| 
the group which needs the protection 
of the authorities :

‘An Gnalysis of the 95 cases of 
obduction is informing.

‘Two of these cases referred to boys 
aged 6 and 8 who were abducted : 
the remainder were girls. The four 
adopted daughters were found in the 
houses of “four separate . brothel 
keepers. “Eight of the girls sold into 
prostitution were raped by thelr 
[abductors before being sold. 

In 67 cases girls were restored to 
their relatives or sent back to thelr 
homes in the country. Eightoen cases 
were placed in an institution by order 
of the Court, Two were placed. 
under the jurisdiction of a court in. 
ja Chinese elty. 


Basis for Consideration of Policy. 


2—The second approach to the 
problem has been the making of a. 
[Series of studies to enable a recom- 
‘mendation to be made to the Council 
‘98 to what steps should be taken with 
regard to “pel nu.” 

In the 1997 report to the Council, 
the emphasis was made that the ques- 
Hon of “pel nu” was only one of 
several manifestations of 'a social 
situation which has an economic cause, 
where girls are transferred. As will 
be shown later in this report, this 
emphasis recelved endorsement trom 
the Slavery Committee of the League 
‘of Nations, which had from other 
/suurees received reports of the same 
general tenor. Case histories have 
Sccordingly been taken, firstly of 176 
girls who are “pel nu” or in domestic 
‘condition "nearly allied to this: 
secondly of 72 girls who have been 
sold or mortgaged into a life of pros 
Uustion : thirdly of 27 girls bound by 
contract {0 a period of service in 
industrial undertakings where their 
‘earnings are the property of a con~ 
tractor.

In respect of the 
Birt “mortgaged” for a period of 
years into prostitution, the sum de- 
manded is found in the studies to be 
‘higher than when a girl is disposod 
of outright to the brothel keeper, and 
fn both eases more than for a “pel 
nu” No girls interviewed were 
“mortgaged” into prostitution for less 
than $100 for a three year period 
while there were several casts of 
Girls disposed of for an indefinite 
period for less than this amount. 
Presumably some more énterprising 
entrepreneur, who knows how to 
create values, handled the girls who 
are mortgaged. ‘The sum for which 
iirls are bound into labour for two 
for three years is only from $20 to| 
Hs. 

Tt is important to realize the 

attitudes of the Chinese Courts to- 
ward the question of money in a 
transaction involving transfer of 
children and adolescents. A test 
case was taken by the Shanghal 
Municipal Police into the First 
Special Distriet Court in 1097, and 
given in detail in the 1087 report 
which was forwarded by the Council 
to the League of Nations Slavery 
Committee. “‘The judgment delivered 
fon April 19 declared not guilty an

The Administrative Policy. 

3—The studies referred to in the 
foregoing section have been made in 
response to the Council's instruction 
to “collect information and material 
for the Council in order to enable it 
to consider and decide what further 
steps should be taken (in respect of 
‘pel nu”), either in the dicection of 
registration or otherwise.”

repeal of existing “mui sai" legisla- 
tion, the abolition of the legal status 
‘of "mul tsai” and the Introduction of 
entirely Tegislation for “child 
protection, 

During the absence on Jong leave 
lof the Chief of the Industrial Section 
fn 1038, "opportunity was taken to 
feall_in the League of Nations Secre- 
fariat, and the International Labour 
Ome’ in Geneva on those permanent 
officials whose work includes con 
sideration of “pel nu and. related 
problems of child welfare and 
ployment, 

Tn London there were two discus- 
sions with Sir George Maxwell, Vice- 
chairman of the Slavery Committee 
‘and H.M. Government delegate to 
this Committee. A call was paid also 
on Miss Irene Ward, acr., substitute 
delegate from Great Briiain to the 
League Assemblies ot 1937 and 1038, 
and member of the Fifth or Social 
Questions ‘Committee of the League, 
Miss Edith Picton-Turbervill, author 
of the minority report of the “Mui 
‘Tsai Commission” in Hongkong and 
Malaya was also seen, In Oltaw 
Canada, a call was paid on Mist 
Charlotte Whitton, Canadian Govern- 
ment delegate for many years to the 
Advisory Committee of Social Quest 
ions of the League. 

It is felt that these calis have been 
of value in that it has been possible 
to explain the situation in which the 
Shanghai Municipal Council is an 
administrative and not a law-making 
body.

Conelusions and Recom-

‘The most noteworthy fire occurred 
on the 19th. when, at 1245 am, 
Central Division turned out in ‘re- 
sponse to a telephone call and found 
a.dwelling house at No. 49, Lane 237, 
Centon Road, which had ‘been con- 
Nerted into a vacuum flask factory, 
well alight on both floors. The flames 
hed already spread, via the roof, to 
edjoining property ‘on the cast ‘and 
‘west flanks and had also crossed 
both front and rear alleyways ignit- 
ing. exterior wood-work on adjacent 
Dulldings. With three rows of prop- 
erty thus actually affected, an ex- 
tensive block of hongs and dwellings 
‘of old construction was seriously: 
threatened, but prompt work on the 
part of the detachment in getting 
{wo pumps to work quickly brought 
the fire under control and prevented 
it from spreading far beyond the 
stage it had reached when the 
Division arrived, damage to prem- 
ises other than’ the original being 
nly slight, The vacuum flask factory, 
however, was gutted and its con- 
tents suffered very severely. 

‘A number of persons were sleep- 
ing on the premises at the time of 
the outbreak and, considering the 
rapidity with which the fire spread 
‘and involved the whole of the build- 
ing, they were fortunate to have 
eecaped uninjured.

A Leader Corrected

Sm—Regarding your interesting 
editorial "Bread," of December 14, 
‘may 1 call attention to the fact that 
the Encyclopedia Britannica, 11th 
edition (1910-11) in an article “Eng- 
Nish Bible," disagrees with your state- 
‘ment that after the Lord had opened 
the King of England's eyes in 1538, 
“England had secured free and un 
trommelied access to the Scriptures, 
for the next 400 years, with the ex: 
ception of the brief period of Mary's 
reign, continued to have it" The 
Encyclopedia says, "the closing years 
‘of Henry Vilt's Folgn were charac- 
terized by restrictive measures as to 
the reading and use of the Bible, 
‘Tyndale Version was prohibited by 
act of parliament, 1543; at the 
some time it was enacted ‘that all 
notes and marginal commentaries in 
‘her copies should be obliterated, and 
that ‘no woman (unless she be # 
oble or gentle woman), no artifieers, 
apprentices, journey men, serving- 
‘mon, under the degree of yeomen.. 
husbandmen or labourers’ shoul 
read or use any part of the Bible 
under pain of fines and imprison- 
ment!” This could not be attributed 
to Henry's Romanism, for the bre 
wih Rome had come’ in 1534. We 
rend that before the break, Henry in 
1690 had issued a commission of in- 
Guiry respecting the expediency 
necessity of having ‘in’ the English 
tongue both the New ‘Testament and 
the Old; for he ‘Intended to provide 
‘that ‘the Holy Seripture shall be by 
‘great, Iearned and Catholle persons 
translated into the English tongue.” 
Dr. Westcolt's statement that *The 
history of our English Bible. besins| 
with the work of ‘Tyndale and not 
with that of Wycliffe” is not literally 
true, though it seoms {0 be interpret- 
ed that way sometimes. Wyeliffe’s 
complete renderings of the Holy 
Scripture into English were more 
than a century ahead of -Tyndale's. 
‘Wyelif yot into trouble with eeclesi- 
astical authorities because he. inteo- 
duced his heretical views into. his 
work, St. Thomas More in “English 
Works, 233, wrote: "The whote Bible 
was long before his (Wycliff's) day, 
by virluous and well-learned men, 
translated into the English tongue, 
und “by good and godly people and 
with devotion and. soberness, well 
lund reverently read" Regarding the 
counell which censured Wycliif he 



































remarks: "It neither forbiddeth the 
translations to be read that were 
Jatready well done of old before 
Wyeliff's day, nor damneth his be- 
Jcause it was new, but because it was 
naught; nor prohiblteth new to be 
made, ‘but provideth that they shall 
pot be read, if they be made amiss, 
un they be by good examination 
Jamended.” ‘This shows proper re- 
[verence for Good's word. 


‘The Encyclopedia tells us that there. 
jwere certainly in England renderings 
jof the Bible during tho 12th, 13th 
and early 14th centuries, but thoy 
were all in French; but that before 
the middle of the 14th century the 
entire Old Testament and the greater 
part of the New had been translated 
Into the Anglo-Norman dialect of the 
period. Going further back we read 
{that about the year 1000 the Gospels 
were rendered anew for the first 
time in the south of England, and 
‘that not Jess than seven manuseripts 
‘of these West-Saxon Gospels have 
jeome down to us. Towards the close 
Jof that century the Old Testament 
found a translator in Aelfric, From 
‘the 10th back to the ath century we: 
discover that various parts of the 
scriptures were translated, ‘The first 
prose rendering of any part of the; 
[Bible into the vernacular of the time 
Joriginated in all probability in the 8th 
century when the Venerable Bede, 
‘the eminent scholar and churchman, 
translated at least part of the Gospel 
‘of St. John, 

We call attention to these historical 
facts lest pertinent points about the 
Jdebt that more modern scholars owe 
to the patient toilers of the past who 
hhad to work under tremendous han- 
icaps be forgotte

French Concession Complaint 


To the Editor of the 
“Norm-Ciawa Day News” 


Sim—It will be interesting to see 
if the French Municipal authorities 
intend to renew the Ucences for the 
vegetable market which has spread 
the length of Route Magy, ~ from 
Route Dupleix, right up to’ Route: 
Maresca. ‘This market in addition to 
‘9 very large and apparently flourish 
ing timber-yard, right In the middle 
of Route Maresea, has successfully 
converted what was a peaceful re- 
ssidential area into a veritable ing 
ferno of noise. Jabbering  coolies, 
drawing all kinds of rickety carts, 
barrows, ete, to market, from day- 
bbreak, has made the immediate vicin- 
lity of Route Magy unbearable as a 
residential district. 

‘This Alfred Magy market is pan- 
demonium from daybreak, due to 
screaming coolies, dropping of bar- 
rels and. other containers, hammer- 
Ing, and the many other noise which 
‘only a Chinese can produce. Through- 
ut the past three months, thousands 
of tons of garbage have been dumped 
on low-lying land on Route Maresca. 
‘These operations have started at 
about 430 am. daily, and the noise 
has been such that sleep after 420 
‘am, has. been absolutely” impossible. 
‘The whole thing is an outrage on 
tenants who ore paying high rents 
in the district. In the same area, 
the French Police are past masters 
‘at arresting Chinese rickshaw coolies, 
eyclists ete, for what often appear 
to be frivolous charges, but let them 
defect this efficiency to the question 
which Ihave raised. This » Alfred 
‘Magy. market now "constitutes a 
‘scourge to the residents in the sur-' 
Founding district. ‘The fact that the 
timber-yard monopolizes the whole 
of Route Maresea, during the day, 
fcan be Jet pass, as'it eauses no sleep- 
Tess nights, but merely makes the 
road impassable.

HM. Coroner’s Court 


Police Hospital Matron’s Death 
Refore Mr. 1. T. Morris, Acting Coroner 
(Open Verdict 

‘Shanghai, Dec. 21. 

Before Mr. 1. T. Morris, HM. 
JCoroner, the inquest on the body of 
the late Miss Jean MeLean Martin, 
matron of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police Hospital, who died on Decem- 
Hyer 11 following a fall from the root 
lof the hospital, was resumed in H.M. 
[Coroner's Court yesterday morning. 

‘The frst witness to give evidence, 
‘Miss Ethel “Louise Warren, Senior 
member of the Nursing Staff, SMC, 
who had previously given evidence of 
identification at the opening of the 
enquiry, stated that she had known 
Jdeceased as a member of the S.M.C. 
‘nursing staff and since her death she 
had examined the messing and petty 
jeash books in connection with. the 
[Police Hospital and had found every- 
thing to be in order. “Miss Martin, she 
Jodded, was a very efficient matron 
Jand was well liked by the staff of the 
hospital. 

‘Answering Mr. Morris witness said. 
{taat deceased had never threatened to 
[take her life during the period she 
had known her. She had had a very 
strenuous time during the hostilities, 
however, and her leave had been ad- 
vanced to December of this year, 

‘Miss Honor Harding Glencoe, a 
nursing sister on the staff of ‘the 
Police Hospital, told the Coroner that 
Jshe had known Miss Martin for six 
years and had worked with her for 
three years. During that time wit 
Iness had found her very pleasant to 
work with, adding that she was very 
popular with the Chinese staff. She 
had never heard Miss Martin threaten 
to take her life. 

‘On Saturday afternoon, December 
10, witness stated that she had tea 
[with Miss Martin at the hospital, and 
at this time all the stam was rather 
Jdepressed about the death of Miss A. 
12, Davies, the Assistant Matron, who 
had passed away in the Country’ Hi 
pital’ on the previous day. During 
the tea Miss Martin showed her cor~ 
tain presents which she had bought 
in preparation for her leave. 

George Edward Clarke, Senior 
‘Warder and Personal Assistant to the 
Governor of Ward Road Gaol, told 
the court that on. the morning of 
December 11 shortly after 10 o'elock 
he saw two or three of the Gaol staff 
running towards the Police Hosplt 
Following them to the rear of the 
hospital compound he saw a ladder 
fcading 10 the roof of the hospital 
garage, on the root of which were. 
three warders. Climbing on to the 
Foot he saw the body of Miss Martin, 
who was ‘pronounced dead a few 
moments later by Dr. Hau. 

‘Mr. Westwood, Deputy Governor of 
{the Gaol, then arrived and the former 
questioned Indian Warder No. 3. as 
ito how the lady had entered the rear 
Jdoor of the hospital. His reply was 
that she had informed him that she 
was a sister and wanted to go upstairs. 
]On the roof of the hospital they found 
Ja wicker chair in a position denoted 
Jon a photograph (produced) and look- 
Ing’ over the wall saw the body on 
the garage roof directly underneath 
the position of the chair. 

‘The No. 1. Chinese boy at the, 
Police Hospiial stated that on the 
night’ of December 10 Miss Martin 
returned home snd told him that she 
was late because she had been to see 
Miss Davies. He knew ‘that Miss 
Davies had died on the previous day. 
He served her with dinner—a cup of 
Jsoup and a plate of toast—and noticed 
that she appeared to be very sad, 
probably on account of the death of 
Miss Davies. 

‘On Sunday December 11 he called 
her at 7 am. and served broakfast 
at 8 AL OS she was fully dressed 
land ready to go out. She left at 
about 9.23 ina Ford car. 

‘The inquest was ‘then adjourned 
nti December 22 


Resumed Hearing 
Dec. 23, 

‘An open verdict was returned by 
‘Mr. I, T. Mortis, HM. Coroner, in 
the inquest on the body of Miss 
Jean MeLean Martin, matron of the| 
Shanghai Municipal Police Hospital, 
who died following a fall from the 
roof of the hospital, The hearing was 
resumed in H.M. Coroner's Court 
yesterday morning and in com. 























ing to his decision, the coroner said:

evidence betore me, that the deceas- 
ed commitled suicide or that her 
death was due to an accident, 1 
have no alternative but to return ‘an 
open verdict. 

‘Sub-Inspecior James Albert Me- 
Cahey earlier gave evidence. He 
stated that between 730 and 8 
‘'elock on December 12, witness and 
Inspector Myerseough "made some 











investigations at the Ward Road 
[Police Hospital ‘with a view to find= 
ing by what means Afiss Martin had 
fallen’ from ‘the building. Witness 
examined the nurse staff quarters on 
the seventh floor. Inspector Myers- 
cough and witness took the lift on 
the west sido of the building and 
when they arrived “at the nurses’ 
‘auarters. they found that” the main 
Soor to the fats, on the Fight side 
fof the Tit was open, all the others 
being locked. 

‘They proceeded to the roof of the 
building’ andthe door "leading out 
tunto the roof, wos found ajar.

$1,300 from a motor car repair shop 
owner, a Chinese detective attached 
to the Bubbling Well Police Station 
named Chang Teh-sen was sentenced 
to 18 months’ imprisonment yesterday 
by the First Special District Court 
but the sentence was suspended for 
four years. His accomplice, Koo Chi, 
received ‘a G-month prison term 
charged with alding and abetting in 
the erime.

‘According to the police findings, 
the three men, Shih Kwang-chang, 
‘Tsao Hung-yi and Wa Chao-hwa, 
last month asked Lo Wan-hsiang, 
who owns a transportation firm in 
Canton Road, to charter their 
steamer. They’ discussed the lease 
in a Foochow Road hotel and it was 
Inter agreed that after paying the 
charter the trio should let Lo have 
the boat at a specified time. The 
three accused were alleged to have 
received a cheque from Lo but they: 
never showed their steamer. 

‘When asked about the steamer, 
the secused told their victim that 
the procedure for procuring a per- 
mit from the Japanese had delayed 
them in fulfiling their agreement. 
‘This aroused much suspicion and co 
the police were informed. The 
three accused were arrested. The 
police found out that besides a 
cheque for more than $4,000 which 
they did not cash the accused also 
had obtained by means of fraud 
$7.00 from Lo, 

‘The two new arrests were mado 

per hong in Rue du Consulat, 
the manager of which is alleged to 
be the guarantor for the threo 
accused in the deal. They were 
arrested when the police arrived to 
investigate the seal of the manager 
which was used in the lease, ‘The 
arrested men including the manager 
himself are alleged to have hidden 
an old seal of the manager leaving 
a new one for the police to inves~ 
tigate. On suspicion that they were 
algo involved in the fraud, they 
were taken into custody but no 
charges have been framed against 
them yet. 














Foreigners Sentenced for Fraud 


Shanghai, Dec. 22. 
Found guilty of having defrauded 
Mr. Ed Egle, manager of the Siber 
Hegner and ‘Company in Museum 
Road by posing as arms purchasers 
‘of the Chinese Government, a Pole 
named Stanislay Adamsky ' and a 
Russian named C. Denisoff were 
sentenced to 18 months’ and 14 
months’ imprisonment respectively 
yesterday by the First Special Dis- 
‘ret Court. A Chinese involved in 
the case who self-styled himself as 
“General Chang” was declared not 
guilty and set free. ‘The sentenced 
men will have to return the sum 
defrauded, $9,040, 

‘The case dates back to April 
when the first accused approached 
the complainant saying that he 
wanted lo buy firearms for the 
Chinese “army while the latter 
promised to supply gas masks. He 
‘also told of “General Chang” who, 
he sald, had deposited a million 
dollars ‘with a local bank’ for the 
purpose of making the purchases 
‘and later introduced the 
accused to his victim, For several 
months the deal dragged on and 
‘during this period both sentenced 
‘men obtained $9,040 by instalments. 

‘They also “deposited with the 
company, as a guarantee, two boxes 
of gold: discs which later turned out 
to be couper coins. The victim 
nally realized that he had" been 
swindled of $9,040 and brought the 
‘matter to the attention of the police. 
Both sentenced men were convicted 
in 1936 on a similar charge.

Medical Trusts in 
US. Assailed 


Washington, Dec. 20. 

‘The first round of a nation-wide 
battle over the future of the practice 
of medicine ended in triumph for 
the proponents of — ¢o-operalive 
methods today when a Federal 
Grand Jury. found true bills of 
indictment “against the American 
Medical Association, the District of 
‘Columbia Medical Society, the Wash- 
ington DC.) Academy of Surgery, 
the Harris County (Texas) Medical 
Society and 21 individuals ont 
charges of having violated the Anti- 
trust Taws. 

‘The list of individuals indicted 
was headed by Dr. Morris Fishbein, 
spokesman of the ultra-conservative 
wing of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. Most of the others are high 
officials, cither of the American 
Medical Association or of the officiat~ 
ed. District of Columbia Medical 
Society. On the outcome of the case 
the fate of co-operative medicine in 
the United States was believed to 
depend. 


Five Charges Listed 

‘The indictment embraces dive 
charges, among which were charges 
that the defendants combined and 
conspired: to prevent the Group 
Health Association, Incorporated, 
from arranging adequate medical 
care for ils members; to restrain 
doctors from serving the Group 
Health Association in pursuit of 
their callings; and to restrain Wash 
ington hospitals from the business 
‘of operating such hospitals as would 
care for GHA. patients. 
‘The indictment stated that the 
results of the conspiracy were, frst 
ly, to prevent doctors ‘from becom- 
ing and remaining members of the 
Group. Health Association's staff; 
‘secondly, to prevent GA. doctors 
from consulting with colleagues out- 
side the co-operative; and thirdly, 
to prevent doctors from treating oF 
‘operating upon patients in hospitals 
fn or near Washington. 

Prosecution “Tegal” 

‘The indictment touches the root of 
the problem of providing adequate 
medical care for those unable to 
afford private treatment. In this 
regard the indictment states: “Ex- 
perimentation with group medical 
practice on a riskesharing basis, if 
not obstructed by coercive restraints 
‘may contribute to a solution of the 
problem.” 

Mr. Seth Richardson, attorney for 
the “American Medical Association, 
said that the Government's proceed: 
ings were ona “glaringly illegal 
basis” He added that the fight 
would be carried on “just as far as 
may be necessary to end and defeat 
unwarranted and illegal

Britain Assesses 1938 
Progr 
London, Dec. 24. 


‘The past year was dominated by 
the evolution of the international 
situation along lines which determined 
the chief Cabinet reshufles here and 
which led to the resignations of Mr. 
Anthony Eden and Viscount Cran- 
borne in February and of Mr. Alfred 
Dull-Cooper after the Munich Agree- 
ment. Other salient features included 
the important position assumed -by 
problems of national defence, which 
became matters of the first rank for 
all Governments. 

For the first time in a long while, 
1938 saw the nation in arms and the 
shadow of war very close’ indecd. 
Since May 21, the United Kingdom 
has lived constantly on the alert but 
for a brief period of eased tension 
right after conclusion of the Munich 
Agreement. 

‘The year was marked by: attempts 
to realize a policy of appeasement 
‘with Italy and Germany, and these 
ylelded some results. ‘The results 
‘were not as substantial as hoped in 
the case of Italy and failed completely 
with Germany. 


Huge Rearmament 
‘The Government's preoccupation 
with national defence problems was 
made obvious in the drafting of the 
Budget for the 1938-39 fiscal year, 
which calls for an expenditure of 
£944,398,000 upon the arinaments 
programme alone. This shows a1 
Increase of £81,500,000 upon 
‘estimates for the past year. 

Of the total sum, the Army re- 
ceived £77,373,000, while the Navy 
‘got ££3,810,000 and the Air Force, 
£72,976,000. More than £19,000,000 
were allotted to cover payments of 
pensions in the three services. The 
total docs not Include — £90,000,000 
which the Government intended to 
feollect by means of loans. 

‘To cover the increased expenditure, 
Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, increased income tax 
rates from five shillings and six pence, 
the highest rate since the World War.
